The trial of Edward 8. Stokes was resumed 
yesterday morning before Judge Ingraham. 
The Court-room was unusually. crowded, and a- 
stall larger number of persons remaimed 10 thes 
corridor in the hope of getting a chance to enter. 
The officers were, however, very strict in not 
admitting any except those who had a direct 
Interest in the case, and after the examination 
‘bad begun it was difficult to gain admittance 
under any. pretense, eer 

A large number of ladies ebtained seats on the 


- eastern side of the Court-room, within the rail- 


ing. Among those present were Josephine 
Mansfield and several lady companions, who 
occupied seats immediately facing the jory. 
She attracted so mach attention, both from her 
manoer and the prominence of the position she 
ocoupied in the Court-room, that when her name 
was mentioned daring the proceedings. all eyes 
were tarned on ‘her, though the fact did not ap- 
pear in any way to embarrass her. 

When the prisoner took the stand tle atten- 
tion of all was divided between him aod Miss 
Mansfield. .During the argument. between 
Messrs. Tremaine and’ Beach as to the admissi- 
bility of certain evidence to, show the atate of 
Stokes’ mmd prior-to and during the act of sheot- 
ing, Stokes tried to preserve a cool déaiéanor, 
but’ the convulsive movements of ‘his face, and 
‘his continual requesta for water, bettayed bie, 
inquietude.. When called upon to detail Ine acts 
on Jan. 6, prior to and during the shooting, he 
stood up and pointed eut,on the diagram affixed 
to the wall,-all the parte of the hotel’ in ‘wiiicu: 
he had been from the time of his entering the 
.bullding unul he was taken away by the officer. 

The-argument between Messrs. Tremaine and 
‘Beach At one tide agsumed somewhat of a pet’ 
sonal character, affecting professional “honor,.

and Brooklyn had 670 deaths, against’ its 
weekly average of 282, ‘Tne death rate. of 
Now-York for the week.ending July 6, was 
equal to 84.1 per 1,000 per annum ; the aver- 
age for the preceding six months being 38.2 : 
per 1,000. The death. rate of Philadelphia 
for the week . was 57 per 1,000. per annum |; 
the average for the six months previous be- 
ing $1.4 per 1,000; while the death rate of 


Brooklyn touched the ‘astounding figure of 


86.4 per 1,000 per annum, or nearly’ three’ 
times the average of ‘the ‘six months, viz, 
80 per 1,000, 

The single gratifying feature about this | 
terrible exhibit is the fact that contagious 
diseases had nothing at all to do with. 
the high rate of mortality. Both in New- 
York and Brooklyn: the number of deaths 
from diseases. of. the symotic type was 
below the average, and the same appears to 
be true.of Philadelphia. . In the letter city 
more than two-thirds of the total number of 
deaths were those of minors, and of these, 
274 deaths ate ascribed to cholera infaritum, 
Both in’ Brooklyn ‘and New-York we have 
no doubt that the proportion ‘of ‘infant 


“deaths will be found even greater. “It does 


seem hard. that a sudden rise of ten degrees 
in the temperature: of Midsummer should 
cost us; in the twin cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn, the lives of -150 little children 
every day that the fierce heat continues. 
Yet. such -is ‘the literal’ experience 
of the. first week in. Jnuly:: We can 
strike at the root of some ‘of the causes’ of 
this sad experience, though not at them all.
